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Most Frequently Cited Issues

Lack of coordination among and within agencies

Duration of and uncertainty related to agency
reviews

Lack of communication with the applicant
Inflexibility on the part of permit review staff

Inconsistency in the application and interpretation of
regulations among different projects, as well as over
the life of a project

Inconsistency in the items that building inspectors
require before signing off on occupancy permits,
even on subsequent visits to the same site

Conflicts among different building codes
Redundant business licenses and fees

Adequate public facilities ordinances, which can
delay projects if adequate facilities do not exist
